I THE WAR IN BRIEF 
BLITZKRIEG 
ON ENGLAND

HITLER'S STRATEGY 
Tile big question of the war 
is: 
When will Hitler strike 
against Britain with the full 
fury of the blitzkrieg? Louis 
P. Lochnor, chief of Tile As­ 
sociated Press Berlin bureau, 
discusses this question in the 
following dispatch. He reports 
that the Germans are so con­ 
fident of-victory that they are 
moving troops eastward—away 
from Britain. The present air 
war against the British Isles 
is merely preparation for the 
full attack, and is described by

Berlin, July 13 (AP)—Adolf Hitler 
a past master at keeping the en­ 
tire world, including his own people, 
in suspense—once again has every­ 
one guessing—tills time as to when, 
how and where he will strike a con­ 
centrated blitzkrieg blow at Britain. 
However, no competent foreign 
observer doubts that the German 
fuehrer will break his ominous si­ 
lence and give the word for the start 
of the gigantic offensive only when 
lie is satisfied fully that all ground­ 
work essential to the success of the 
nazi undertaking lias been com­ 
pleted 
Air Attack Only a Beginning 
Part of that “foundation’’ already 
is being laid in the daily air attacks 
and the starvation blockade which, 
carried out by submarines, surface 
ships and bombing planes, claims a 
total of 4,329,213 tons of “enemy 
merchant shipping space or shipping 
space usable to the enemy” has been 
sunk since the start of the war. But 
these, apparently, are mere pre­ 
liminaries. 
To inquire whether the present 
bombings by na^i fliers of British 
airports, naval bases, warehouses, 
factories, railway Junction points, 
etc., are not sufficient evidence that 
the direct offensive against Britain 
already has begun, well informed 
men reply nonchalantly: 
That Is mere routine for our 
aviators, part of the days work 
Walt and see when the real thing 
begins.

SPIRITUAL NOURISHMENT 
/CHURCHES in a community are as beacons 
in the night, welcoming- the tired and 
restless, the discouraged and distressed, as 
well as the more opulent in fortune, to come 
into their shelter for spiritual refreshment. 
But in ail too many cases these houses 
of the living God have nothing more to dis­ 
tribute than unspiritual bread and water. 
And so their audiences dwindle into the 
years, and after many a struggle, these 
noble edifices are replaced by some busy mart 
of .trade and commerce. 
‘ People go to church because they get 
spiritually hungry, because they crave solace 
and peace of mind and heart. 
But what can 
be said of those who so early go to sleep 
only to awake for the closing hymn, or bene­ 
diction—because of some sermonatic lack of 
human and spiritual nourishment? At least 
they can say that they have done their duty, 
even though they retire to their homes, un­ 
fed and unblessed. 
But duty sometimes 
starves the soul! 
On the other hand, there are churches into 
whose pulpits go preachers who spread be­ 
fore their audiences a spiritual feast, throw­ 
ing in hope, and inspiring each one of their 
hearers with an increased faith in himself 
and in his fellow man. Preachers like Henry 
Ward Beecher and Russell H. Conwell, who 
always preached to crowded houses. 
All 
churches, of every denomination, are hallow­ 
ed houses. Therein the echoed voice of God 
alone should be heard, and the spiritual 
hunger of the poorest and humblest be made 
satisfied. 
The preacher, however, does not have to be 
a great orator, or brilliant intellectual. 
The 
most inspiring and satisfying of preachers 
are often those simple in their talk, but earn­ 
est and sincere in the message that they 
present. 
But it must be a message— one 
spiritually inspired, and plainly uttered. 
A 
message that can be carried home and out 
into life. 
It is written of Jesus that “the common 
people heard him gladly.” If you go to your 
church and listen to your preacher gladly, 
and give of yourself to what he gives to you, 
you will depart enriched, having feasted well.
